SACRAMT3NTO, Sept 19.—When the 


Bepubllcan stats convention waj called to 
order In the assembly chamber of the 
state capltol at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
Governor Hiram 
Johnson, Republican 
nominee for United States senator, had 
KP-ined 
complete control of the body. 


Moreover, It was a Charles E. Hughes' 
convention, most of the delegates wearing 
Hughes buttons in their lapels. 


Immediately after the convention was 
called to order, State Senator A. H. Breed 
of Alameda county proposed the name o£ 
Frank H. Benson, state senator from 
Santa Clara county, as chairman of the 
convention. 


Acting for the minority, the antl-John- 
fen element. A. B. Johnson, assembly 
•cmlnee from Pasadena, proposed the 
name of James A. Petty, assemblyman 
from Mendoclno county. 


Benson was elected chairman of the 
convention by a better tban two to one 
rote. 


John W. Stetson of Alameda and 
Percy V. Long of San Francisco, two 
staunch Johnson men, will control the 
state convention of Progressives.

Gilded Youth of Old, Fortune 


Gone, Held as Auto Robe 
Thief; Escapades Are Many 
As Revealed in Old Clippings 


It's a long- way from the drawing 


r cms of multl-milllonairo homes of 
Pasadena and LOB Angeles, and com- 
panionship of the social leaders of 
Southern California, to a cell In the 
Oakland olty prison, but- Arthur N- 
McAdams has Just 
completed 
that 


trip. He IB in jail today,.a convicted 
petty thlef.v Less than a year ago he 
was a social delettante, the owner of 
a palatial home near Pasadena, the 
possessor of a racing car, member of 
exclusive clubs and a favorite of social 
dictators. 


Me Adams,-dapper and debonar, well 
dcessed, sat In Police Judge George 
Samuels' court today and calmly told 
the story of his wanderings for the 
past year. 
Brake beams beneath 


freight cars have, been his prlnlopal 
means of travel, he explained. 
For 
a living he worked as a harvest h'and 
In various parts of the Middle West. 


But he told nothing of himself as 
regards his life as a man of -wealth 
and fashion- 
He gave no'-hint of his 
true identity. 
This history was re- 
vealed by Police Inspectors Charles F. 
McCarthy and James Drew, .who-had 
placed him under arrest on' Admission 
Day. They learned It from a bundle 
of newspaper clippings found in Mc- 
Adams" pocekets, all from Los An- 
geles papers, and'all giving vivid and 
pictured- accounts of his escapades. 


A cancelled check was also found in 
his effects. 
It was signed by, Mo- 


Adams and made out to himself. 
It 
was for J1200 and was dated February 
3, 1913. No hint waa contained in the 
mass of details concerning his life In 
the south regarding the manner and 
niethod of his fall from high state to 
hia life of roving and alleged petty 
thievery, beyond the story suggested 
by a letter bearing the name of a big 
Los Angeles realty firm: 
This letter 
relates that they can sell some parcel 
of McAdams1 property for $12,500. 


FIGURED tPf ROMANCE. 


McAdam is the youth who in the 
summer of 1913 was reported to have 
eloped to San Francisco with pretty 
and wealthy Dorothy Conover, daugh- 
ter of Ms. Blanche C. Conover, 206 
Kingsley Drive, Los Angeles, wife of 
the vice-president and general man- 
ager of tho famous house of Tiffany 
New York,. 
' 


That was by no <means the only 


time that youngjvicAdams was In the 
limelight; as the "hewspaper clippings 
so well testify. Late In the year 1913 
and In the-spring- of 1914 he basked 
in much of the southern spotlight fol- 
lowing his arrest on a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace of the daughters of 
some of the country's wealthiest men 
—girls who attended the fashionable 
Huntington Hal] Seminary at One- 
onta Park. 


McAdams, at 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, drove his racing car up and down 
the driveway before the doors of the 
hall, flashing a powerful' searchlight 
through, the windows of the dormi- 
tories and silhouetting the nightgown- 
clad figures of the 
fair occupants 
against the walls. 


Miss Emily Tyrrel caused his ar- 
rest. 
This was after he had admin- 


istered a sound beating to Richard A. 
Robinet, gardener at the place, 'who 
sought to evict him from the grounds. 
He was accompanied by Frank Run- 
yon, 
another 
Los Angeles 
society 
youth, on this occasion. 
In court 


McAdams 
pleaded guilty and was 


fined $50. He was also given a ninety 
day suspended sentence and threat 
ened with Imprisonment If he agaiu 
used his searchlight for any purpose 
but finding- the road. 


Tho history ends here. It is not 


known how McAdame Jost his for- 
tune, how he became a rover, how he 
came to seek work as a harvest hand 
in obscure parts of the Middle West, 


AJftRJESfED HERE. 


He was arrested Admission Day at 
Sixth and Washington streets. It was 
an accident. 
The detective merely 
saw him with a package under hi 
arm, and they were seeking men re- 
sponsible for the theft of automobile 
robes and selling them In lower Wash 
Ington street and Broadway second 
hand stores. McAdams' package con 
talned, a suit of clothes, not new, bu( 
presentable, which he had purchased 
,in a second-hand establishment, Mc- 
Carthy and Drew claim that they soon 
learned that McAdams was guilty ol 
numerous thefts of automobile robes 
A number of . second-hand 
dealers, 


identified him as a youth who bar 
often come to them in the company 
of another young man, and dlsposcc 
of robes. 
In court today he was charged with 
having stolen a robe belonging to 
Louis H. Price, 3044 Piedmont ave- 
nue. He denied it, telling an uninter- 
esting story. on the witness stand 
Judge-Samuels found" him guilty anc 
will pronounce sentence on him to- 
morrow morning.
